“A great amount of Iriticism has been 
levelled at me because I will not per- 
mit employees in the service of the 
C.N.R, to accept nominations for par- 
liament,” asserted Mr, Hanna, ‘“‘There 
has been no attempt on my part to 
prevent an employee exercising his 
franchise as a citizens, but when he 
decides to become a politican, the 
whole country is open to him. We 
employ men to work and not for the 
purpose of a divided interest. It is 
not practicable, and as the question 
has been camouflaged by so many 
people saying that the liberty of the 
employees has been usurped, you can 
readily see the foolishness of it. As 
long us I have the power to say— 
and the board of directors backs mo 
up—we will not permit politics to in- 
terfere with the operations of the 
Canadian National railways, or the 
Canadian Mercantile Marine,”

He expressed keen pleasure as the 
growing figures confirmed a Republi- 
can gain in both senate and house for 
he had told his friends that his great- 
est apprehension over the outcome had 
been that as president, his hands 
might be tied by lack of a working 
majority in the legislative branch. 

The avalanche of _ Congratulatory 
messages addressed to the President- 
elect and Mrs. Hurding increased to- 
day. 

The defeated Democrat nominee, 
Governor Cox, sent a brief telegram 
attaching the result and Mr. Harding 
in a still briefer message thanked 
him. With the result of the election 
known, gossip about cabinet selections 
is reviving and enough names to fill 
a dozen cabinets are mentioned, all 
purely in a speculative way as yet. 

Names most often heard sre those 
of Elihu Root, Senator Knox, Senator 
Lodge, Chas. E. Hughes, Herbert 
Hoover, Major Gen 
Governor Lowden of Illinois, former 
Senator J, W. Weeks and Harry M. 
Daugherty. 

Besides cabinet officials, Mr, Hard- 
ing will have an army of other federal 
appointees to select, a fact which was 
brought to his attention today as 
petitions from office seekers began 
to pile into his office, It is partially 
to avoid such annoyances during his 
period of rest that he will leave Satur- 
day for his month's trip to Point Isa-

The blacks 
do the work on the plantations and 
the white population are chiefly en- 
gaged in managing and overseeing the 
game, The production of rubber is a 
profitable game if one can stand the 
climate, which is often very hot for 
the whites, who suffer much with 
dysentery.

Undoubtedly the most marvelow 
Gisplay of Oriental rugs, of a wide 
variety of weaves, ever seen in Ed- 
monton, are to be seen at the Hud- 
@on's Bay store. On Wednesday even- 
ing the eLte of Kdmonton, by special 
invitaiion, had tne p.easure of leust- 
ing their eyes on the maichies colors 
and consummate art in tae way of 
exquisite exangples of the fruits of the 
joums of Pergia, Turkey and China. 
Befure one entere the store, one .® 
struck w.th the idea of the small for- 
tune shown in the windows, wuere 
Mr. Digney, the dteplay manager of 
the Hudson's Bay has worked out the 
Or.ental theme of the Sultan on His 
throne enjoying his pipe, braziers ‘of 
incense burning, and surrounded by 
the favorites of the Marem and at- 
tendants, garbed in rich eilks, all die- 
paying the luxury of fabric and 
magnificent colorings and design: 
known to exist in the halls of Orient- 
al rulers, 

To be epecific regarding the wealth 
of rugs displayed, perhape the most 
unique, and the one to which the 
greatest etory of all attaches, if tule 
true story could be learned, is a Ta- 
briz rug in hunting design. The colors 
are not #0 attractive as many others 
of the same weave, but the muttipli- 
city of figurea of the hunters, deno- 
ting almost every rank, and tne an!- 
malig they are pursuing, the infinite 
variety of herbage and trees woven 
into the intricate story of the m-ghty 
(iunters, make it appear like a mnov- 
ing picture, and the observer feels al- 
most disappointed not to hear the 
story that these patient weavers told 
to the world through many weeks of 
weary toil. The waole border of this 
large rug ie a series of masques, small 
in design and the animais of the 
chase in larger patterne.. 

Another equally interesting rug, 
though not #0 large, the main colors 
of whica are a blerMing of roee and 
mulberry, igs a Kashan, which con- 
tains about 900 st.tches to the square 
inch, As can be imagined, the weav- 
ing is so Close and fine that it secmse 
like a very neavy velvet pile. 

A very handsome old Kirma 
with the o.d Perman b.iue colors pre- 
dom.nat.ng is one of those whose like

Taxation has been one of the main 
issues of al] domestic politics, and is 
more acute in the mun'cipal field than 
in the wider fields of provincial or 
federal affairs.

Recently, the cen- 
eus bureau of the United States pub- 
lished a mass of statist’cs entitled 
“Specified Sources of Municipal Re- 
venue.” These sources dealt with re- 
venue from liquor and almost every 
other kind of business, licenses on ani- 
mals, taxes on utility corporat’ons for 
franchise privileges, on real and per- 
sonal property, and from a number of 
other sources, such as harbor dues, 
bequests, su’bventions, etc. The main 
source of taxation in the United States 
cities, however, ie the personal pro- 
perty tax. wh.ch is defined to include 
icenses on saloons, in 
the days previous to prohibition, net- 
ted large sums, the city of Chicago de- 
riving over $7,000,000 from that 
source, a sum twice the needs of Ed- 
monton, if our affairs were handled 
with due regard to economy. In the 
year 1917, under Mayor Heary, the 
total taxes levied for all purposes, in- 
| cluding schools, was $3,188,641.16, a 
sum well within half Chicago's liquor 
taxes, 

eee 

Edmonton's budget, in the light of 
her population, ‘s far in excess of 
United States cities of similar popu- 
lation. If her population be consid- 
ered 60.000 (and at thie time of writ- 
ing the census figures are not avail- 
abie), the budget for this year, includ- 
ing schools wil] ‘be in excess of $4,- 
435,000. There may be some econ- 
omies made on these figures, but these 
will only in a small way affect the 
comparisons aimed at here. Sxty 
thousand peovle contributing the sum 
mentioned, means a per capita tax 
rate for the whole population of $73 
per head. Per capita tax comparisons 
ig a favorite and proper method to 
employ in the United States cities c!t- 
ed by the census bureau, In these 
cities almost everyone pays some form 
of personal property tax, but in Ed- 
monton per capita tax methods are 
not so safe. It is possible for a man 
to live in Edmonton and pay little or 
tio taxes, All he has to do is to live 
in a house, the rent of which is lower 
than the tax rate and fixed charges, 
and he has a landlord paying hig 
house and land tax for him, and many 
succeeded in doing thig during the 
yeary of the war. 

e e e 

To show how easily one may be de- 
luded by the cry of “high rents,” it is 
only necessary to remember that Ed- 
monton’s tax rate on a $3 '\00 house 
and a $1,500 lot is about 5 per cent. 
on the full value of the lot, and & 
per cent. on 60 per cent. of the valu- 
ation of the house. This works out 
at 5 per cent on $3,300, or $160 per 
year. S!x per cent on the total invest- 
ment of $4,500 works out $270 per 
year. Insurance, upkeep and sinking 
fund added will contribute another 6 
per cent., making another $270, or 
$540 rent per year. The latter, of 
course, varies with the nature of the 
building and the care of the tenant. 
But without considering these, you 
have a rental charge of $45 per month 
| necessary to pay the lowest rate of 
interest at which money can be pro- 
cured today. The tenants renting 
\lower than th's example just cited pay 
|no house or land tax, and the landlor? 
actually pays their civic charges for 
hem, 


As returns for the income tax levied 
today covered only a few corporations 
jand some  property-owners, whose 
means are beyond the tax exemption 
given to land tax payers, many of 
whom are actually paying income tax 
on the money they turn into the city’s 
treasury as jand tax. The salaried man 
in many firms ‘s protected by the ex- 
emptions for children and other rea- 
sons. Anyone can avoid paying taxes 
in Edmonton unless they have an ab- 
normally large known 
patent, therefore, that under present 
conditions of assessment and taxation, 
residents can avoid paying taxes and 
cont nue to benefit from what is con- 
tributed by others; and if those avold- 
jing the payment of taxes happened to 
be those least able to pay, there might 
be little reason to complain, but when 
the burden is actually being borne, as 
in many insta nces ‘by those least able 
to pay, the time has come for some 
reconsideration and readjustment of 
the burden,

As above cited, the amount of ex- 
penditure to be divided per cupita 
on a ‘basis of 60 000 ig $4,435 000, or 
about $73 per head of the population. 
When it is considered, too, that of 
the 60.000 residents only a smal) pro- 
;portion of them pay taxes, the load 
applies with much greater weight. 
|; When a property owner is in receipt 
}of vast rent-rolis, it is not an infre- 
|quent matter, that he will not worry 
junduly about taxes, That is, if a pro- 
| perty owner can succeed in deriving 
| from his property all the fixed and in- 
| terest olmarges, plus the taxes, he can 
afford to deal with the subject of 
taxation lightly. But when the taxes 
absorb everything derivable from the 
|property, and leave a deficit, making 
the property a liability instead of an 
asset, then the time has come to cease 
fulsome talk and recognize that the 
city’s present tax system is slowly but 
surely breaking and bankrupting its 
citizens. 
| Edmonton has concentrated o1 one 
system of taxation only, and that is 
{the land tax At the time of the real- 
ty boom it was natural and proper 
that the land tax should be the main 
|source of revenue, Vast expendi- 
tures were being pat into land, irre- 
spective as to whether there was pop- 
ulation on or near the land. So long 
as the game was to spend coilective 
money and exhauet common cre- 
dit on a development of land without 
reference to human needs, the burden 
should be and was, placed on the 
land. That was the logic of single 
tax, and perfectly sound logic it was.

All the foregoing exemptions, which 
are perfectly justified in a community 
which has no difficulty grant'ng them, 
constitute the most serious matters for 
a city in the position in which Ed- 
monton finds herself today. A city 
that has been forced to confiscate a 
vast area of land because of a failure 
to collect taxes from it, must see that 
other sources of revenue are inevit- 
able, If one owner ‘will relinquish 
land rather than pay the 
charges, it is very unlikely that others 
will be prepared to take his place and 
assume the obligations. that he has 
laid aside, So long as !t is possible to 
live comfortably in Edmonton and pay 
no taxes by the simple process of re- 
fusing to buy land, it is evideat that 
Edmonton will never be able to un- 
load her tax sales land. Some other 
basig of taxation must be applied, and 
right here ‘t might be urged that the 
so-called ‘Boosters’ club’ should cam-

payers, 

Giving conditions such as described 
in the preceding, the move needed in 
Edmonton, a city of edults only a 
fraction of whom are taxpayers is 
the establishment of a personal pro- 
perty tax.

Men who served with General Al- 
jlenby during his campaign throvzh 
Palestinc and with General Marsha'l 
through Mesopotamia and Persia, arv 
enabled to tell from personal know- 
ledge, much of the life and custonis of 
ithe people who inhabit that portion of 
the work. 

One ig accustomed (and right'y so) 
to associate Palestine, Porsia ani the 
Holy Land with Biblicat history, aad 
much of our knowledge of thie land is 
derived from study of the Bible. An 
officer from the Canadian Bxpedition- 
ary force, seconded for duty with the 
IntetHligence branch in Palestine, gives 
a most interesting story of life and 
conditions in Persia today, or rather, 
in 1917. He states that in his opialon 
|the life and customs of the people 
seemed to have changed ut little 
since those of Biblical days. This ia es- 
rural dis- 
tricts, This officer, in the course of 
his duties, penetrated into districts of 
Persia where a European has seldom 
trod, and he was muoh struck by the 
fact that the principal industry of the 
people seemed to be the making of 
rugs by hand. He found whole fain- 
ilies working on one rug alone, while 
other families would be engaged on 
smaller rugs, of which in every case, 
the pattern was the same. 

Beimg interested, he commenced, 
through his interpreter, to ask ques- 
tions, and found that the rug weav- 
ing was something more than a mere 
commercial enterprise. It was a fame 
fly tradition handed gown from father 
to son through countless generations. 
He found that the patterns and coior- 
ings were confined to families. who 
wove those patterns and used thoo. 
particular colorings only, and wonld 
continue to do 60 as long as they lived 
and their children and childreu's 


WORK ONC... 
TO NORTHWEST 
WILL BE RUSHED 


Large Amount of Construction is 
Needed Between Greenconrt 
and Whitecourt Districts 


With twenty-five bridges to repair 
and build between Greencourt and 
Whitecourt before spring the work of 
constructing the line through to its 
present teminus on the Athabasca 
tiver will be pushed throughout the 
winter months, according to the state- 
ment of J. Murphy, foreman in charge 
of bridge and building on that branch 
of the Canadian National railway, in 
an interview with The Bulletin. 

In a group at Robinson’s Crossing 
the five white tents housing, the bridge 
and building crew of some thirty men 
will soon be moved further up the 
tine when the remaining three miles 
of track between Rochfort and Little 
Paddle Stations are lifted to permit 
getting up heavy timbers and material 
necessary to construction. 

Progress on the line during the past 
summer has been greatly retarded 
states Mr, Murphy owing to the poor 


condition of sunken track which pre- | 


vented material from being carried 


through to the steel head and beyond. | 
Owing to the flooded condition of the! 
track following the melting of the un-| 


usual heavy snow of last winter, early 
attempts in the spring to move mater- 
ial forward only served to depress the 
rails for many miles along the grade 
westward from Robinson’s crossing. 
The condition of track had become 
so bad in the summer that it was found 
necessary to enlist the service of the 
whole bridging crew in track lifting 
and they have been engaged in this 
up to the present time 

With the rails already in hand at 
the head of steel the track laying 
squad succeeded in putting the steel 
down to mile 59, or ten miles north- 
west of Greencourt. A considerable

Most 
of the rugs that have been on the ma-- 
ket have been woven at a rate of pay 
not to exceed 27c per day, and the 
prevailing rate at the present time 
throughout Persia is in the neighbore 
|hood of $2.25 per day. This neces- 
jsarily makes Oriental rug weaving a 
very much more expensive art, an 
the rugs accordingly will be worfa 
considerably more. A rug that is sold 
now for from $200 to $350, will sell 
from $600 to $600 within the next 
three years, and the possessor of an 
Oriental rug today can ibe sure that 
he will not be able to duplicate his 
rug again at anything near the price.
